FRAGRANT—AS APPLIED TO WILD SPECIES 


LEGEND—(STBF: Said to be fragrant; hasn’t bloomed for us.) (CWG-GH: Cool winter 
growers; cool greenhouse conditions, 33 to 65 F.) (EG: Early, Apr., May, June.) They dry 
up as soon as hot weather strikes so shouldn’t be planted adjacent to summer bloomers. 
Having been planted six months before, isn’t it natural they should dry up six months earlier? 
In the south, you might mulch after blooming, to keep the ground shaded and cool.

Orders should 
be in by July. In north pot 6 to a 6in. pot and grow in cool end of greenhouse, or home; 
33 F. is all right. Blooming in April; in mild regions grow all winter; have withstood 19 F. 
when in tender growth. That’s pretty cold, and might not do it again. They have been crossed 
with other glads.
